the stop member being adjustable to accommodate the bonding of tissues of varying thicknesses 
to provide tissue welding that forms a weld to reconnect the tissue . 

Claim 40 (original): The apparatus of claim 39, wherein said electrodes are dimensioned 
to have a volume which is at least 5 times that of the tissue portion volume. 

Claim 41 (original): The apparatus of claim 40, wherein said electrodes are made of a 
metal with a high heat conductivity.

Claim 65 (previously presented): The apparatus of claim 39, wherein the forceps have 
two arms, and the adjustable stop member is positioned between the two arms of the forceps. 

Claim 66 (previously presented): The apparatus of claim 39, wherein the adjustable stop 
member comprises a replaceable lug of selectable length positioned between the two forceps. 

Claim 67 (previously presented): The apparatus of claim 39, wherein the adjustable stop 
member comprises one or more spacers.
